Notice (PRN) 98-10 for the above referenced product. The Registration Division (RD) has conducted a 
review of this request for its applicability under PRN 98-10 and finds that the action requested falls within 
the scope of PRN 98-10.  The label submitted with the application has been stamped “Notification” and 
will be placed in our records.

NOTE TO PHYSICIAN 
Probable mucosal damage may contraindicate the use of gastric lavage. 
Early signs of intoxication include dilated pupils, muscular incoordination, and muscle tremors. If toxicity from exposure has 
progressed to cause severe vomiting, the extent of resultant fluid and electrolyte imbalance should be gauged. Appropriate 
supportive parenteral fluid replacement therapy should be given, along with other required supportive measures (such as 
maintenance of blood pressure levels and proper respiratory functionality) as indicated by clinical signs, symptoms, and 
measurements. In severe cases, observations should continue for at least several days until clinical condition is stable and 
normal. Since emamectin benzoate is believed to enhance GABA activity in animals, it is probably wise to avoid drugs that 
enhance GABA activity (barbiturates, benzodiazepines, valproic acid) in patients with potentially toxic emamectin benzoate 
exposure.

[Non-refillable Paper or Plastic Bags, Fiber Sacks including Flexible Intermediate Bulk Containers (FIBC) or Fiber Drums with 
Liners.
